from the European markets. Freight 
are so low that in all manufactured 
goods this item can hardly be taken int 
account in the cost of the morobandine 
A difference of 5 per cent, in cost o 
manufacturing in this country over th 
cost in Europe, sends the orders b;, 
cable to any European market that is 
lower in prioe than our own; conse 
qaeutly the only protection labor has in 
this country over the labor in anj 
European country is the action of 
protective 
tariff. Thsn 
comes 
the 


question, Does the average wage-earner 
in this country receive higher wages 
and better net results than the wage- 
earner dees in Europe? that 19, onn you 
live better, can you gain n, home easier, 
can you educate your caildreu better, 
can you lay by a surplus in case ol 
rfid;ness or old age, easiur 
in this 


country than they ran in the tuoal 
crowded portions of Europe? 


There can be but one answer to this 


question, and that is,' yes. We see it 
tiverywhere; we Bee it in the healthier 
condition of our wage-earners; wo nee 
it in the way their wives and children 
are dressed; we see it in their homes 
(of which they very often own the title- 
deeds); we see it in the deposits in the 
savings banks (which are wholly the 
net results to wage-earners). In the 
•United States thore is due to 3,418,013 
depositors $1,235,217,371, an average 
of $361 30 to each dapositor. Wo see 
it in the fact that thoss who are able to 
get away from labor-oppressed Europe 
are .emigrating to this country. All 
these are hard facts that the free-trader 
cannot get away from. Free-trade is a 
very pretty theory, but iu is mainly 
professional men who advocate it, und 
it is gratifying to some to preach "that 
all the world are brothers," tind that 
consequently we should not protect the 
labor of onr own neighbors, our own 
citizens, who build onr villages into 
towns, our towns into cities who con- 
sume our ownraw products. Free-trade 
may be charity to foreign operatives, 
but I for one believe thut charity begins 
at home first; that my own country is 
entitled to Grst regard; that the interest 
of the wage-earner of this country is 
my interest; that his success is my 
success. 


I also believe that what European 


manufacturers want us to do is not for 
our interest to do. When every Euro- 
pean paper hailed President Cleveland's 
message with delight as tending toward 
Free Trade, it convinced me that it wan 
not the best interest of this country that 
lie should be re-elected. 


When a London popar thinks the best 


use they cau make of Irishmen is to 
help them to immigrate to this country 
and join the Democratic party, and thus 


lp to break down our Protective Tar- 


iff, that makes me think that our tariff 
IB a great benefit to this country, and of 
course, I range myself on the side of 
Protective Tariff. 
The "Mills tariff 
l" that is indorsed by the St. Louie 


Democratic Convention and President 
Cleveland, keeps about 80 per cent. 
duty on sufjar (about $50,000,000 to 
collect annually), about 100 per cent, 
on rice, the very articles that you pay a 
arge percentage of, and reduces the duty 
m articles where your wages enter 
argely into the cost of production. I 
cannot think that the Mills bill 
is 


or the best interest of our wage earn- 
ers, and consequently I oppose it und 
he President who favors it, although I 
roted for him in 1884. 


The United States is the largest con 


suming nation per capital of any on the 


lobe, and the reason of it is that onr 
wage-earners arr better paid than any 
ither, and it is clear to my mind that 
he operation of a protective 
tariff is 


he reason of it. 
If we should reduce 


he tariff on articles into which labor 
enters largely in the cost; the forces of 
team nud electricity which have so re- 
duced the time and coat of importing 
oods into this country, would without 


any doubt bring the cheap labor of Eu- 
ope in direct and immediate conipe- 
ition with our own labor. Europe has 
he carrying trade on the ooean IB her 
jwn hands; I do not want to have them 
convey our raw products to Europe in 
heir vessels at the expense of our pro- 
ducers, snd there convert them into 


manufactured product with her cheap 
abor, and return them to uf), when it 
will surely have tha effect of reducing 
he price of labor that produces the 
same articles in the United States. All 
hese are potent reasons to my mind 
why we should oppose the re-election o! 
President Cleveland in 1888. I append 
a letter written by a Democratic mer- 
hant of this city that is very snggestive 
>n this subject. 


To my friends and readers I will say 
have "no axes to grind," ain no 


politician, want no office; am »D Amer- 
can, 
selfish enough to wish for my own 


country's best interests "first, last, and 
all the time" in preference to that of 
any otber, and therefore am in favor of 
a proteetive tariff.

THE SOLAB EOWPSK IN NEVADA.— 


Tho astronomers who visit Nevada for 
the purpose of observing the total 
eclipse of the sun, next January, will 
occupy the most favorable position to 
be found in the United States. They will 
be in the center of the'path of totality 
and on the top of Winnemucoa Mount. 
ain they will (itand 6,000 feat above the 
level of the sea. This altitude, however, 
is not the great advantage to be derived 
from the locality. That which will most 
aid tho astronomers is the dry atmos- 
phere of tbe Great Basin region—nn 
atmosphere almost destitute of humid- 
ity. With good instnuaeuts better re-

The Kef «tllc»ns of tke State of J»e\ad» In 
convention wuembled i»g«ln express their loy- 
alty to the principles of the Republican party, 
which have made tbe country go great and pros- 
perous during tbe last quarter of a century. 


Resolved, That the question of a sufficient 
•apply of a circulating medium to maintain a 
pBrnjaueijt range of the price of labor and 
property is tbe most imnortant political ques- 
tion awaiting eolation by the American people. 


Saolved, That a diminiebing quantity of 
mouey loducoa the price at labor and property 
increiiaos the obligation of contract, enriches 
the creditor, impoverishes the debtor, and par- 
alyzes industry and enterprise, 


Kttolved, Tlia tue present financial system 


of the United States, which increases or dimin- 
ishes the circulating medium at tbe pleasure of 
the manipulators 01 the National banltu, with- 
out regard to the increase of population or tbe 
wants of the people, and which recognizes gold 
alone as tbe standard of value, and places in 
the hands of tho Treasury Department all thu 
revenue of the Government to speculate with 
in bonds and losn to National banks without 
interest , is subversive of the rights of the people 
oppressive, unjust, and should be repudiated. 


Resolved, lhat a financial policy wbereby both 
gold and silver sball form the basis of circula- 
tion, whether the money used 'by tue people be 
coin, or in certificates redeemable in coin, or 
botb, as convenience may require, if Irapera- 
ivaly demanded. 


Resolved, That the attempt to substitute Na- 
tional bank notes, costing the Oovetumect 
millions of dollars annually, for free silver, 
costing nothing, is an outrage upon the people ; 
that tta> money ring or trust, which has usurped 
the sovereign power of the Government to is- 
sue money, and which has /aaudulently demon- 
etized silvnr and seized the revenues of tbe 
Government for private speculation, shocks the 
moral sense of tbe people and destroys respect 
for Government and law. We demand tha t this 
ring or trust be destroyed and equal rights re- 
stored to all people. 


Resolved, lhat we charge that President 
Ul»velaud is the willing tool or agent of a pow- 
erful money ring which fattens the subsidies of 
tbe Government, makes war on silver, issues 
its paper currency at tbe expense of the 
Gov- 
ernment, borrows the revenues raised by taxa- 
tion, and uses them without the payment of 
interest, contracts the currency to enhance the 
value of bonds, and enriches the usurers while 
it depresses the price of labor and property. 


Retolvetl, Tbst we favor the nomination of 
»o njitn for President who la personally inter- 
ested in National banks or tbe bonded indebt- 
edness of thx Uutted States, but we demand a 
candidate who is free to do justice to all the peo- 
ple of the country —the poor as well as the rich. 


Resulted, That the trickery of the President 
and his advisers by which they prevented a vote 
in the House of Iteprtsectatives on the Beck 
silver umimdment to the Bond purchasing bill, 
equal! the villuiiiy of the secret aud fraudulent 
demonetization or silver in 1873.

Resolved, That we are in favor of the protec- 
tion of home industry, and that the laborers of 
this country have a right to all the work required 
to supply the people of the United States, and 
that we are in favor of high wages in this coun- 
try, and to that end will protect the wageworkers 
competition with the cheap labor of other lands.
